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...And we’ve heard it was a “Daily” newspaper. 

Joel Rudin, a reporter for the Springfield Union, has 
called the Agawam Citizen constantly since July 31 
asking that Ric Sardella furnish him with information, 
names, and telephone numbers of persons involved in 
the hearing held by the school committee for the 
dismissal of Jeanne Carter. He has insisted that he 
cannot meet his pressing deadline for a “news” story 
he is doing about the teacher’s dismissal. We’ll be the 
first to admit that members of the fourth estate are a 
strange breed...but, that's the strangest request we’ve 
had yet. Anyway, Rudin, just to show you where our 
heart is, here’s what you need to meet your deadline 
for your editor who is “very interested in this story.” 


On June 27 the Agawam School Committee voted 
unanimously to dismiss Jeanne Carter, an English teacher at 
the high school since 1970. 

Mrs. Carter’s dismissal came after a hearing held by the 
school committee under Chapter 71, Section 42, of the 
Massachusetts General Laws “for conduct unbecoming a 
teacher, in that Mrs. Carter has engaged in unprofessional 
involvement in the private lives of students and their 
parents.” 

The hearing began on May 28 and was continued on May 29, 
June 4 and June 13. 

School committee members are: Frank Locke, chairman; 
Walter A. Balboni, Venetta L. Snyder, Richard F. Borgatti, 
Thomas J. Ennis, Donald J. Charestand Roberta G. Doering. 
The present school committee members assumed office in 
July, 1972 for an eighteen month term under the new town 
charter. They were reelected to serve two year terms 
beginning January 1, 1974. Prior to the new form of govern¬ 
ment, school committee members were elected to serve 
three year terms on a staggered basis. 

Under the town charter the school committee exercises 
control and management of schools of the town except for the 
maintenance and repair of the school buildings. 

The duties of the school committee include appointing a 
superintendent defining his duties and fixing his com¬ 
pensation. 

Dr. Robert M. Gardner was appointed superintendent of 
schools August 10, 1971. He assumed the duties of superin¬ 
tendent October 1, 1971. 

Gardner is under contract which expires in three years. 
Every two weeks he is paid $1,141.54, for a total of $29,680.04 
each year. This figure does not include any fringe benefits he 
may have such as insurance, expenses, or retirement funds. 

On April 23 Jeanne Carter - who was on tenure, and over 
the past four years has taught approximately a dozen courses 
on all grade levels at the high school; was faculty advisor 
to the school newspaper, the Mirror, in 1972-73 and director of 
the annual school operetta, Camelot, in March of this year. 
Mrs. Carter taught approximately 200 students each 
semester during the eight semester period she was on the 
high school staff. 

The English teacher was removed as advisor to the school 
newspaper prior to the opening of the school last September. 

On April 23 Mrs. Carter was called from an early afternoon 
class by Mr. Theodorowicz, principal at the high school, and 
asked to meet with Dr. Gardner in his office at two o’clock. 
The meeting in Dr. Gardner’s office included Mrs. Carter, 
Mr. Theodorowicz, and Mrs. Arnold, secretary to the 
superintendent. The teacher was told by Dr. Gardner that he 
was going to bring serious charges” against her to the school 
committee that same evening. 

Dr. Gardner refused the teacher’s request to discuss the 
charges saying he “Would not discuss them unless she had 
waived her rights to an attorney”. Mrs. Carter agreed to 
waive her right to an attorney “for this particular meeting.” 
The teacher was told that the superintendent had three 
documents outlining complaints against her. The letters 
were not shown to her and she was interrogated for more 
than an hour - by the superintendent and the principal. She 
denied the allegations at the meeting. 

Dr. Gardner took the letters of complaint to the school 
committee that evening.

Most state legislatures just 
end their sessions. The 
Massachusetts, like the 
British Parlia me n t, 
prorogues...a fancier word for 
he same thing. The major 
c-eiay in prorogation this year 
was an unwillingness on the 
part of the legislature to ac¬ 
cept the Governor’s 
reorganization of health 
services. His Health Systems 
Regulation Administration 
bill was twice submitted and 
twice rejected. Finally, the 
C Jovernor submitted instead a 
proposal .to put the issue of 
health services reorganization 
on the November ballot, and 
this was passed over¬ 
whelmingly. Since this was 
the last remaining major item 
on the Governor’s “must” list, 
both branches proceeded to 
mop up the bills pending 
enactment and at 2:11 A.M. on 


Saturday, August 3, the 
second half of the 1973-74 
session came to a halt. 

As a result of legislation 
passed earlier this year 
changing distribution and 
assessment formulas, a 
cherry sheet supplement of 
47.7 million is being sent to 
Massachusetts cities and 
towns. Extra aid funds also 
include Special Education 
Grants added to the budget. 
Meaning a bonanza for some 
and a net loss for others, the 
overhaul of all the formulas at 
once had the overall effect of 
evening out the total effect for 
most cities and towns. Older 
cities that had contracted as 
their suburbs expanded had 
generally been paying 
disproportionately high 
county assessments and had 
been receiving dispropor¬ 
tionately high aid in some 
categories. 

The ultimate unfairness of 
the change still must resolve 
itself in the failure to enforce 


the constitutional requirement 
that all property must be 
assessed at full, fair value. 
There is no question that while 
the County assessments 
needed to be up-dated and that 
the Highway Aid distribution 
needed to be corrected, this 
revised distribution uses the 
1972 equalized valuation 
figures as a factor in the 
formula and continues the 
unfair assumption that 
communities at full, fair 
assessing are “rich” com- 
munites thereby receiving 
less aid, and those com¬ 
munities assessing at 30 to 70 
percent factor out as “poor” 
communities and receive 
larger shares of aid. 

The State Tax Commission 
has projected revise equalized 
valuation figures to be filed 
for the 1975-76 session and in 
my opinion, they are most 
realistic and will tend to 
correct the apparent 
discrepancy which now exists.

that campaign had surpassed 
its $1 million goal in the 
Greater Springfield com¬ 
munity.

In his office, at 9 a.m. on April 24 Dr. Gardner advised Mrs. 
Carter of the vote of the school committee, taken the night 
before, and their intent to vote to dismiss her as a teacher in 
the Agawam School system. 


Mrs. Carter was asked if she wanted to apply for a leave of 
absence. When she inquired “Do I have a choice?” - Dr. 
Gardner said “Suspension was an alternative.” At the 
request of Gardner the teacher applied for a leave of absence 
in writing while in his office. 

Pursuant to the leave of absence request Mrs. Carter ob¬ 
tained counsel. On May 1, Attorney John Quirk, on behalf of 
Mrs. Carter, asked Dr. Gardner to furnish “written charge or 
charges of the cause or causes for which her dismissal as a 
teacher in Agawam High School is proposed.” The attorney 
also requested that it be made known as soon as possible 
whether the school committee hearing was to be public or 
private. 

The only charges that were furnished in writing was the 
general charge of “conduct unbecoming a teacher, in that 
Mrs. Carter has engaged in unprofessional involvement in 
the private lives of students and their parents.” 

On May 8 Dr. Gardner communicated to Attorney Quirk 
that “the school committee has designated a private 
hearing” on May 28 at the Agawam Junior High School. 

The records show that-even though Gardner indicated on 
May 8 that the school committee had designated a private 
hearing - there was no official vote taken by the school 
committee for the purpose of determining whether or not the 
hearing was to be public or private until May 28, the first 
night of the four night hearing.

Hal Stuart, who graduated in June from the high school 
said “If I escaped Mr. T’s attention and Dr. Gardner does not 
recall I was mentioned in their discussion with Mrs. Carter, I 
would like to know why I was called out of class and forced to 
report to a conference with the principal, Mr. T., and John 
Morissey, vice-principal....I was called into this conference 
prior to the hearing on May 28....and prior to the April 23 
meeting they had with Mrs. Carter.” 

Some of the witnesses who testified at the hearing have 
stated that they were questioned about visits by students to 
the home of the teacher and all were angered at the questions 
directed at the teacher’s conduct in her home and her private 
life. 

One teacher from the high school said “In Agawam you 
have to be a teacher 24 hours a day ... you always have to 
watch what you say ... it seems that it only takes a complaint 
from two students to the administration to get into trouble.” 

Another teacher said the decision to dismiss Jeanne Carter 
has caused “many of us to be become apprehensive, we feel 
that we have lost much of our academic freedom.” The 
teacher went on to say there is a surplus of teachers and that

My feelings during the hearings were...I really can’t say...I 
only went to one. Anything I got was usually second hand 
information, I would say that the way they were run was 
close to a court procedure. I feel that the way they were run 
was fair. My feelings towards Mrs. Carter have always been 
of admiration.

I figured they must have 
had a good reason to...they must have, to do it. I think one of 
the reasons is they had to, they had to keep themselves above 
water. You know, I think that...I haven’t got nothing against 
anybody...I like everybody. But, I think that they had to do it. 
They had to do it to save Mr. T. and Dr. Gardner, ’cause they 
would have made fools of themselves. I just think they had to 
do it, they just had to. To save themselves, to save their necks. 

I think there was a little, as a matter of fact, I think there 
was a lot of conspiracy on the part of the school and the 
school committee, from what I can gather. I think that they 
all got together with Dr. Gardner and discussed it. They must 
have. They did with Bob Tetreault. I know that. And they got 
Ginny Broz, too. You know, it’s unfair. You know that they 
really did not...they didn’t tell Carter of the charges at all 
before they did it. 

I don’t know about Dr. Gardner but I think Mr. T. has 
reached his level of incompetence, or whatever/.like in the 
Peter Principal. I don’t think he cdn handle being principal. 
He was very competent as a vice-principal, but as a principal 
he just can’t cut the mustard. Dr. Gardner...I don’t know that 
much about the man because I never saw him. I don’t know 
what he does. All I can gather, he just sits in that office all 
day and does nothing. 

I don’t think they are qualified men. I don’t know. The thing 
is, I can’t say about Dr. Gardner because I really don’t know 
the man. But Mr. T., I don’t think I could go to him with a 
problem because I really don’t think he’s that smart. You

know, you look at Dr. Gardner and he’s got a Ph.D. and it just 
doesn’t seem it. And some of the things going on...and the 
whole school is just run half-assed. Just look at it, just look at 
the administration and what they’re doing up at the school. 
They’re firing all these teachers with masters degrees...the 
teachers who are the most competent...the ones who really 
care about the school and the students. They get them on 
these rinky dink charges and they get rid of them. And then 
they have teachers who are totally ignorant and that’s really 
stupid. I can’t say names..the ones that are really bad. 

I don’t want to hurt anybody and what I’ve said is, to the 
best of my knowledge, what happened and what I feel. I 
wouldn’t feel this way about certain people if they just hadn’t 
done what they did.

It is obvious that there is going to be friction when you 
double cast in a play.

I don’t really like to get into religion but I know Mrs. Carter 
didn’t intend anything heretic at all as she was accused of. It 
was just taken that way by Tony. No one else would have 
taken it that way, I don’t think.
